The encephalitis virus is not 
transmitted from person to person. Illinois 
surveillance teams have found evidence of 
virus transmission among birds in some 
downstate areas, but there is no evidence to 
date of encephalitis virus transmission in 
northern Illinois. 



THE LAKE COUNTY health department 
has cautioned that rainfall and extremely hot 
weather have brought on a large number of 
culex mosquitoes which transmit encephalitis 
from birds to man. Culex mosquitoes breed In 
standing water in places such as improperly 
draining gutters, flower urns, children's 
wading pools, water cans, buckets and old 
tires. 

The health department is advising everyone 
to empty all standing water around houses at 
least on a weekly basis. 

It is important to make sure that screening 
on doors and windows fits properly and is 
without holes, since mosquitoes seek inside 
shelter from the heat. 

If mosquitoes are found inside, an aerosol, 
properly labelled for flying insect use, should 
be used. Repellents are advisable when 
outdoor activities are planned.

'PERSPECTIFES 






By reason of insanity?

Moody Bible Institute, Chicago- 
Citizens rightfully expect legisla- 
tors and others in office to provide for 
the maintenance of law and order- 
which is the primary function of 
government. The Bible defines gov- 
ernment in its ideal form as a 
"minister of God, as avenger who 
brings wrath upon the one who 
practices evil.*' So functionaries at all 
levels of government are accountable 
to God (whether they know it or not) ' 
and government's primary purpose is 
restraint of evil. 

However, criminal codes are defec- 
tive in places and legislators drag 
their feet; they do little or nothing to 
close the loopholes that enable smart 
crooks to evade the consequences of 
their crimes. The public suffers 
especially, perhaps, in Illinois where 
, criminals declared innocent by reason 
of insanity are turned over to the 
Department of Mental Health. . _ 
Recently, a former Department 
ward was caught with a bloody knife 
in his hand and charged with the fatal 
stabbing of a young woman. It was the 
third time in less than seven years 
that he has been arrested for knife 
attacks. 

A fundamental assumption is that 
psychotic behavior is mentally jte- 



rived: the patient has a screw loose ' 
and a little adjustment will fix him up. 
But the Bible says repeatedly actions 
commonly called "anti-social" have 
their source not in the brain but in the 
heart. 

Jesus said that "out of men's hearts 
come evil thoughts, sexual immoral- 
ity, theft, murder, adultery, greed, 
malice, deceit, lewdness, envy, slan- 
der, arrogance and. folly." All of us 
are capable of crimes of violence. 

It may be true that a chemical 
imbalance can trigger violent behav- 
ior and that one's environment 
. (including the influence of evil 
companions) may induce one to 
commit violence. But these and other 
theories are incomplete and, because 
they omit Biblical truth, they are 
dangerous. 
Perhaps the most significant point 
, the Bible makes is that killers should 
be held accountable for their crimes. 
The only exceptions are those who 
killed accidentally. God does not look 
with indifference on the. taking of 
human life. - 

No one will accuse Illinois legisla- 
tors of indifference, either. Yet unless 
. they take steps to write legislation 
that will in fact "bring wrath upon the 
one who practices evil," they can 
scarcely be considered ministers of 
God.

Jim Knigge of Antioch, one of Ev Oftedahl's key men at 
Frostee-Foam, Expanda-Foam, is a contributing editor to 
Midwest Outdoors magazine. 

Jim's column, "Claybirds," deals with guns, trap and 
skeet. His well-written articles are esoteric stuff which 
can be thoroughly enjoyed by the trap and skeet 
enthusiasts. The following paragraphs, which we lifted 
from one of his columns, pretty well sums up the sport: . 

"Registered trapshoots are held at about 26 clubs in 
Illinois and Wisconson. .Registered trapshoots are formal 
sporting events, sanctioned and governed by the Amateur 
Trapshooting Association, Vandalia, Ohio. 

"Registered shoots are usually comprised of three 
events: the 16 yard singles* the handicap, and doubles. All 
shooters fire from the 16 yard line in the first event, but 
are classed according. to ability. An A class shooter for 
example has an average of 95 percent or better, class B 92 
percent to 95 percent Class C 89 percent to 92 percent and 
Class D which is under 89 percent. Some shoots may have 
provisions for a class AA or class E also. 

"The handicap event simply moves shooters farther 
away from the trap shooters farther away from the trap 
according to. their ability. The minimum handicap 
yardage is 18 and the maximum is 27 yards: The doubles
